The request of the Strathmore 
and Bow Valley Agricultural Soc- 
1ety for a grant of $600 towards an 
exhibition to be held in Strathmore 
on September 4, made at the last 
meeting, was turned down, some 
of the members stating that they 
had been asking their constituents 
for their opinion on the subject, 
and the majority they had spoken 
to were against the grant being 
given. 

An amendment put forward by 
Mr A. Watson that a grant of $300 
be given to the Agricultural Society 
was also defeated.

TO AID RURAL SCHOOLS 


DR. 8. B. SINCLAIR WILL STUDY 
CONDITIONS IN ONTARIO, 


Head of School for Teachers at Mac- 
donald College Is an Expert on 
Education and Has Taken High 
alcnors In His Specialty — Is 
Author of Three Well-Known 
Works for School Teachers. 


Dr. S. B. Sinclair, who is relieved 
from the headship of the school for 
teachers of Macdonald College to 
spend a year in investigating prob-| 
lems relating to rural schools is one 
of Canada’s leading educationists. 
He holds a B. A. degree from Victoria | 
with first-class honors in mathe-| 
matics and gold medal standing in> 
menta ni moral philosophy, an 
M. A, ree from Toronto Univer- 
sity afd ‘2 Ph.D, degree cum laude| 
from Chicago University, in 1901, 
his major subject being education, 
At Chicago he obtained the highest 
fellowship of $520 and was super-| 
visor of mathematics in the univer- 
sity elementary school. He has made 
an extended observation and study of 
schools in Europe and is the author 
of three well-known works: First | 
Year at School, The Possibility of a 
Science of Education and Introdue- 
tory Educational Psychology. 

Dr. Sinclair has had wide expert- 
ence in the teaching profession, hav- 
ing been mathematical master of 
Ridgetown Collegiate Institute, prin- 
cipal of Hamilton Central School and

SINCLAIR, 
and for fourteen years was vice- 
principal of the Provincial Norma! 
School at Ottawa, where he had 
charge of the departments of educa- 
tion, mathematics and natural sci- 
ence. 

Ye Is past president of the Ottawa 
Eaucation§ Association and _ vice- 
president of the Quebec Protestant 
Teachers’ Association. He is a mem- 
ber of the Central Board of Exam- 


iners and ex-officio a member of the 
Teachers ‘Training Committee and 
corporation of McGill University. 

Dr. Sinclair is not retiring from 
work, but is taking a year for re 
search that he may be better quall- 
fied to teach the subjects in which he 
is most interested, which is the rural 
schoo! work. He has spent a num- 
ber of years on his own farm and 
took a post-graduate course in forest- 
ry at Toronto. He is the author of 
the lecture on forestry in the Bick- 
more series of McGill University. 
Puring the four years he has been at 
Macdonald College he has not only 
increased the attendance, but has 
stirred up great enthusiasm among 
the students. His attitude towards 
the other schools at Macdonald has 
always been sympathetic and his in- 
fluence has tended to maintain a feel- 
ing of good will and co-operation 
among all the schools since he has 
been appointed dean, 

The subject of rural education ts 
recognized by public men to be one 
of the most essential in the develop- 
ment of the Dominion, The rural 
school is the key to the farm situa- 
tion. In the country school prinei- 
ples of agriculture may be taught 
which will result in country boys at- 
taining a love for and a skill in farm- 
ing operations that will result in 
their own usefulness to the country 
and in profit to themselves,

WEIRD TALE OF THE SEA, 


W.en Death Was Cheated by a Rope’s 
End In a Raging Gale. 

Few lving men tave ever looked 
death so square in the face as a cer- 
tain Captain Hodson, who was for 
years connected with the customs 
service at Honolulu. Before that be 
was a shipmaster, and the remarkable 
adventure of which he was the hero 
occurred while be was in command of 
a schooner that traded in the Pacitie. 

On this occasion the vessel was sev- 
eral days out from land, in the midst 
of the ocean, when it was overtaken 
b7 a severe gale and thick weather. 
For a time Captain Hodson tried to 
keep the schooner’s head up into the 
wind, but the storm became 8o violent 
that there was nothing for it but to 
tun before the gale. He brought the 
vessel about and, pursued by a heavy 
following sea, scudded it under almost 
bare poles to the northward. 

The captain himself stood by the 
wheel to give the belmsman direc- 
tions. The rest of the crew, baving 
made everything as secure as possible, 
were crouched in the lee of the deck 
house. 

A flaw In the wind took the schooner 
aback for a moment, and tn that tn- 
stant a tremendous wave that was fol 
lowing close behind mounted over the 
bulwarks and swept several feet deep 
from stern to bow. 

Every one but the captain had some 
thing at band to cling to, although the 
wave wrenched the man at the wheel 
from bis hold and threw him on his 
face. However, be brought up against 
the deck house and sernambled to bis 
feet just in time to see the rushing 
water carry Captain Hodson over- 
board. 

Hodson's case was as nearly hope 
less as it could well be, for it was, of 
course, quite impossible to put out a 
boat in such a sea or even to bring the 
schooner about to pick him up. But at 
the very moment that the catastrephe 
happened the ropes that held the gaff 
of the foremast in place broke and cet 
the stick drop to the deck. One end 
hung out over the side of the schoon 
er, and several broken ropes dangled 
from it. As Captain Hodson swept by 
these rope ends struck bim on the 
head. Instinetively be seized one of 
them and clung to it with desperation. 

The schooner tore on through the 
water, and ber muster at the end ot 
the dangling rope was drawn in close 
under her bulwarks and dragged along 
through the waves. He could not have 
long withstood this sort of treatment, 
for the sea beat him about fiercely and 
flung bim again aud again against the 
side of the vessel. 

But presently a gust of wind lurch. 
ed the schooner sell over, ber tee rail 
plunged beneath the water, and at the 
same instant another wave picked the 
captain up and tossed him sprawling 
on the sloping deck. 
was, he bad enongh strength left to 
seize the standing rigging and cling to 
it, while the water poured back again 
into the sea. 

The helmsman had seen Cdptatn 
Hodson swept uway to death, @s he 
firmly believed, and his astonishment 
at seeing him back again on deck may 
be imagined. Hodson was no. sert- 
ously injured by his experience, and 
his vessel weathered the storm and 
brought her cargo safe into port— 
Youth's Companion.

This le Plot Difficult When Bering 
Strait |e Frozen. 

On Aug. 15 we sailed through Be 
ring strait and were at iast in the 
arctic. The struite are thirty-six miles 
wide, with East cape, a rounded, dome 
shaped mass of black basalt, on the 
| Asiatic side and on the American eide 
Cape Prince of Wales, a beadiine of 
sbarper outline, but neither so jofty 
not so sheer. In between the two 
capes and in line with them He the 
two islands of Big and Little Diomeda, 
Through the three narrow channels be- 
tween the capes and the tslands the 
tide runs with the swiftness of a rive 
er’s current. 

The Eskimos constantly cross from 
continent to continent in small boats, 
In still weather the passage can be 
made in a light kyack witb perfect 
safety. The widest of the three chan 
nels is that between Big Diomede and 
East cape, and is, | should say, not 
more than fifteen miles across. While 
we were passing through the straits 
| we saw a party of Eskimos ip a skin 
boat paddling leisurely across from 
America to Asia. They no doubt had 
been on a visit to relatives or friends 
on the neighboring continent. We were 
told that in winter, when the strait 
is frozen solidly, the Eskimos frequent+ 
ly walk from one continent to the oth-

WIRELESS WAVES, 


Puzzling Problems With Which Sclen- 
tists Have to Contend. 

What we don't know abvut wireless 
telegrapby is still by far the larger 
part of that science. Practical efforts 
to use this means of communication 
are constantly bampered by difficulties 
that cannot be overcome or only par 
tially overcome by clumsy makeshifts 
because they are not understood. 

For example, the characterization of 
the waves used In wireless telegraphy 
as artificial is justified because the 
ether is in a state of constant pulsa- 
tion with waves of enormous length 
about whose origin we know notbing 
or next to nothing. Some of them are 
due undoubtedly to lightning, but they 
are continuously rolling in on antennae 
properly tuned wheu there is no thun- 
derstorm witbin thousands of miles, 
It has been suggested that they are of 
extra terrestrial origin, perhaps the 
result of electrical disturbances in the 
sun, Some ingenious speculators have 
even attributed them to the Martians 
or some other of our planetary neigh- 
bors, 

But the fact ts that we don't know 
where they come from or bow they are 
generated. They manifest themselves 
in the shape of troublesome noises in 
the telephone receivers at wireless tel- 
egrapb stations, Another puzzling 
question, perhaps of more practical 
importance to the wireless worker, Is 
the action of the weather on his trains 
of waves. When these signals bave 
long distances to travel the weatber 
often plays bavoc with them in ways 
as yet not well understood. The dif- 
ferent carrying capacity of the ether 
in the daytime and at night is another 
practical problem still awaiting defi- 
nite solution.—New York Post. 


FLYING BULLETS. 


Going Very Fast, They Leave Air 
Waves and Eddies Behind Them. 

If a photograph of a speeding bullet 
could be taken the print would proba- 
bly show a space like a body of water 
marked by what looked like speeding 
water bugs, each leaving a ripple in 
its wake. Photographs of projectiles 
bave been snapped in time of peace, 
but it is doubtful if the camera ever 
caught one as it sped on its mission of 
death. A bullet speeding at the rate 
of 3,000 feet a second, which is more 
than 2,000 miles an hour, makes a 
great disturbance if the atmosphere 
and creates air waves, which, of 
course, are invisible to the naked eye. 

If you draw a stick througb the wa- 
ter it canses little eddies and waves to 
trail behind it The faster you draw 
the stick the more waves and the 
wider the angle will it leave. The 
slower the stick is drawn the fewer 
waves. Just so the bullet. If it is 
traveling slowly no waves can be pho- 
tographed, as apparentiy there are 
none, It is only objects traveling at a 
terrific speed that create any appreci- 
able air waves, 

Photographs of a bullet going at a 
rate of speed jess than 1,200 feet a sec- 
ond show no air waves at all. This ts 
an interesting scientitic discovery, But 
anything cutting through the air at a 
greater rate thin this disturbs the at- 
mospbere to such great extent that air 


waves are furmed und cap be photo , 


grapbed.—New York Sun.

Western Cities Are Acquiring the 
Closed Sabbath Habit. 

Residents of parts of Ontario ac- 
customed to extreme limitations in| 
what they may buy on the Sabbath, 
and to the id-~ of possible penalties 
for a fracture of the law, in however, 
minor a respect, are sometimes sur-' 
prised when they find that in Winnt- 
pey and the majority of other places | 
in the Western Provinces it is not 
impossible to secure some of the ne- 
cessities and a few of the luxuries of 
life during that part of the week 
delegated to spiritual pursuits. To be 
sure, there is now a tendency towards 
a more strict en’orcement of the law, 
and in Calgary the other Sunday a 
young lady with a most unbearable 
toothache was mightily surprised 
when she found tha’ her druggist 
wouldn't sell her anything for its al- 
leviation — he was afraid of prose- 
cution. It is probable that the auth- 
orities of the provinces consider th-t 
they are enforcing the law to as great 
an extent as is justified by public 
opinion, for the fact remains that the 


average western city is not as 
straight-laced in what might be per- 
haps termed the minor moralities as 
most of the eastern cities. 

In Winnipeg drug stores it is pos- 
sible, for instance, to buy on a Sun- 
day that which may be purchased on 
Monday afd no questions asked, 


though there have been suggestions 
lately that they be restricted to the 
sale of drugs and positive necessi- 
ties. This proposition met with im- 
mediate opposition from druggists, 
who claimed that they could not af- 
ford to keep their establishments 
open for the sale of a few articles 
only, and the question has not been 
settled. No difficulty is ever exper- 
jenced in securing cigarettes or cl- 
gars or candies from most any of the 
thousand-and-one restaurants, big 
and little, and the family who wait 
for Sunday before buying their fresh 
fruit are not likely to go fruitless 
for their Sunday supper. Instances 
have even been known where meat 
and bread and other groceries have 
been procured without any subterfuge 
at provision stores out of the centre 
of the city. These things are taken 
for granted, and, in the opinion of 
a good many people, do not involva! 
any slackening in the observance of 
the Sabbath. Churches are as well 
attended as in the east, the liquor 
laws are kept, and there is no reua- 
son for believing that Winnipeg is 
not as moral a city—in the sense in 
which that word is usually applied— 
as any other of its size. Some of the 
moving-picture shows gave Sunday| 
entertainments on one Sunday 
early in the year, the receipts from 
collections going to the Dayton flood 
sufferers. The proprietors were prose- 
cuted, and the case is still in the 
courts, with no public interest what- 
ever in the outcome, Sunday even- 
ing band concerts are given in a cou- 
ple of the theatres after the church 
hour. 

The tendency, however, as stated,| 
is towards the shutting down of Sun- 
day buying and selling, and in Vic- 


toria, “blue laws” of the time of 
Charles II, have recently been ine 
voked in this connection, So it is 


possible that the Westerner will yet 
find it as dificult to get bis Sunday 
shoeshine as his eastern brother, and 
will have to take th: precauticn of 
buying his Sunday paper on Satur- 
day, and will do without bis Sunday 
smoke unless he remembers it before 
hand.

OUR NEW TELESCOPE, 


Canada’s Astronomical 'nstrum 
Will Set World's Record, 
Now that the contr ct for Canada’s 


new telescope -— the largest in the 
world—has been let more details are 
at hand with regard to the great sci- 


entific marvel which is to grace the 
observatory at Ottawa, 

A rough idea of its size may be 
gained from noting that a full sized 
automobile could be readily driven 
through the tube. The company that 
will construct the telescape built the 


Lick telescope, finished in 1887, the 
object glass of which is thirty-six 
inches in diameter, and the Yerkes 
telescope, finished in 1893, which has 
a forty inch glass. These were the 
largest in the world. 

“The great reflecting telescopes 
made: by the English and y the 
French years ago,"’ says Ambrose 
Swasey, a distinguish scientist, 
“served their purpose in the s 
of astronomy, but the deve'onme 
astronomice~* photography introduced 
4 new era, . 

“Progress, particularly in astro- 
physical and phc*pgraphiec lines, has 
been greatly advanced by the use of 
reflecting telescopes and especialiy by 
the work done with the sixty inch 
reflector at the Mount Wilson solar 
observatory. 

“Notable results have been obtain- 
ed by the use of reflecting telescopes 
in later years, and this has stimulat- 
ed a great interest in this type of in- 
strument, such as is evidenced by the 
present contract, 

“Even greater impetus will now be 
given by the action of the Canadian 
Government in acquiring this splen- 
did seventy-iwo inch instrument, 
which when finished will be the larg- 
est telescope yet constructed, 

“This great engine of science, 
weighing fully fifty tons, resting up- 
on massive piers of concrete, will 
have a cube thirty feet long and seven 
feet in diameter, which will weigh 
ten tons, 

“At the lower end of the tube will 
be located the principal speculum, 


composed of a disk of glass seventy- 
three inches in diameter, ten inches 
in thickness and weighing approxi- 
mately two tons, 

“When used as a Cassegranian in- 
strument a secondary convex reflector 
nineteen inches in diameter will be 
placed near the upper end of the tube 
for reflecting the rays back through 
a hole in the speculum to the great 
spectroscope attiched to the lower 
end of tae tube. 

“As a Newtonian instrument a flat 
mirror will be provided for reflecting 
the cone of rays at right angles into 
the photographic apparatus at the up- 
per edge of the tube. 

“As a direct vision instrument both 
secondary mirrors will be removed, 
and appliances for visual, photo- 
graphic and spectroscopic work will 
be attached at the prime focus. 

“The tube and the declination and 
polar axes, with their attachments, 
weigh thirty-five tons, and so nicely 
is each part balanced and adjusted 
that the powerful driving clock re- 
volves this immense weight with such 
accuracy and uniformity that the 
spider line in the eyepiece of the 
pointing telescope attached to the 
great tube can be kept exactly on the 
centre of the star under observa- 
tion,”

Further details concerning the life 
and customs of the new Eskimo 
tribes, brought to light by the Cana- 
dian explorer, Vilhjalmar Stefans- 
son, have been made available by 
the publication of his book, ‘‘My Life 
With the Eskimo.” 


This book is the record of Mr, 
Stefansson’s second expedition to the 
Arctic, which began in the summer 
of 1908 and lasted until July of last 
year ‘ 

His journeyings during there four 
years, sometimes with Dr. Anderson, 
the naturalist of the expedition, more 
often with Eskimo for his only com- 
panions, covered thousands of miles 
along the Arctic coast of Alaska and 
Northwestern Canada, as far east as 
Coronation Gulf and Prince Albert 
Land. He met many different tribes 
of Eskimo, and was _ incessantly 
studying their language, the customs, 
their beliefs. ‘I have lived with the 
Eskimo until they have become as 
my own people I pass my winters 
in their houses and my summers in 
their tents; I dre s as they do, eat 
what they eat, and follow the game 
across the tundra to get my food ex- 
actly as they do, and I have come to 
feel that I understand them as well 
as I do my own people.” 

Of the year which Mr. Stefansson 
spent with the Dolphin and Union 
Straits Eskimo he has naturally a 


great deal to tell us, and it is all of 
vivid interest. 

Mr. Stefansson had only to give a 
hint as to what interested him, and 
they put all their information on that 
subject at his disposal; on their part 
they showed the greatest delicacy in 
asking questions. They betrayed no 
surprise at their guest’s blue eyes and 
light brown beard, because these fea- 
tures, they explained, were much like 
those of some of their neighbors to 
the north—the ‘Blond Eskimo,” 
whom Mr. Siefansson visited and 
whose discovery has raised such im- 
portant biological and historical prob- 
lems, 

Curiously enough these people 
were not much impressed by rifle 
shooting. When the white man, after 
hitting a stick 200 yards away, told 
them that he could kill a bear or 
caribou at even three times the dis- 
tance, they merely asked whether he 
could kill game on the other side of 
the mountain. It appears that a 
“spaman” in a neighboring tribe had 
& magic arrow by which he could 
perform this feat. And when Mr, 
Stefansson looked through his bino- 
eulars and saw bands of caribou that 
were to them invisible they applaud- 
ed, and asked, “Will you not also 
look for the caribou that are com- 
ing to-morrow, 80 that we can tell 
where to lie in ambush for them?” 
They were disappointed when told 
that this was impossible, for they 
knew that their own medicine men 
bad charms and magic that enabled 
them to see things the morrow waa 
to bring forth, 

It was in Victoria Island that the 
“Blond Eskimo" were found. “When 
I saw before me these men, who 
looked like Europeans, in spite of 
their garb of furs, | knew that I had 
come upon either the last chapter 
and solution of one of the historical 
tragedies of the past, or else that I 
had added a new mystery for the fu- 
ture to solve the mystery of why 
these men are like Europeans if they 
be not of European descent,” 

Of something less than a thousand 
persons In this tribe ten or more have 
blue eyes; of the men who have 
beards a good many are light brown; 
the hair of the head is generally dark 
brown or rusty red, and perhaps half 
the entire population have eyebrows 
ranging from a dark brown to a light 
brown or nearly white. 

There is no reason he thinks, for 
insisting that the “Blond Eskimo” 
are descended from the Scandinavian 
colonists of Greenland, but looking 
at historically or geographically, 
there is no reason why they might 
oot be. It is possible, on the other 
band, that for some so-called ‘acci- 
dental” reason blond individuals may 
bave been born from time to time 
in the past from parents of pure Es- 
kimo blood, and that these may have 


| perpetuated themselves, 


As to supposing that it is the ecli- 
mate that has made the Victoria Is- 
land Eskimo blond, the theory is 
hardly tenable, for they live on the 
same food and under the same clima- 
tic conditions as do the Eskimo east 
of them and west of them, none of 
whom show the same European-like 
traits, 

Although it is not easy to get me 
to admit that the present day Eskimo 
are far better men than their fore- 
fathers, it is easy to get them them- 
selves to admit it, In fact, they are 
of late years rather prone to assert 
that they are better men than their 
ancestors, My man Davinisk said to 
me one day: “The people of Kotzebue 
Sound were formerly very bad, but 
they are all good now. In my fath- 
er's time and when I was young, they 
used to lie and to steal and to work 
on Sunday.” “But,” I asked him, 
‘don’t they, as a matter of fact, tell 
“les occasionally?"’ “Oh, yes, they 
sometimes do.” “Well, don’t they 
really, as a matter of fact, tell about 
as many lies now as they ever did?” 
“Well, yes, perhaps they do.” And 
don't they, as a matter of fact, steal 
about as frequently as ever?" “Well, 
possibly. But they don’t work on 
Sunday.” 

They were entirely friendly, posst- 
bly because Mr. Stefansson spoke in 
a dialect a little different from their 
own. As he observes, it cannot have 
happened often in the history of the 
world that the first white man to visi¢ 
& primitive people was one who spoke 
their language,

MIXED FARMING 


Outline of Address by A. F. Mantle 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture 

Mixed farming is an ail important 
topic not only te the ‘armers of Can 
ada, but to the city cweller as well, 
at the presen. .ime Notec agricul 
tural authorities are ende voring to 
induce farmers to cur, more toward 
mixed farming, inetead of depending 
entirely on the production of grain 
A. F. Mantle, the deput, minister of 
Agriculture for Saskatchewan recent 
ly addressed the Regina Board of 
Trade on the subject of mixed farm- 
ing. The business men o' Regina 
have already taken some steps with 


|a view to induce farmers to go in more 
\for stock raising, and a movement re- 


cently launched will probably have 


| Yeneficial results 


The addres. read by Mr. Mantle be- 
fore the Regina Board of Trade, which 
is composed of about 900 of Regina's 
business men, Was as follows 

What is Mixed Farming? 

Often discussed Everyone knows 
what it is. No one has xactly 
fined it 

The mixed farm is the farm that is 
self-sufficient to as great an extent 
as is practicable jn these days and in 
this country. A half section farm in 
Saskatchewan y»perated as a mixed 
farm should procrce for use on the 
farm sufficient grain, forace crops, 
root crops, vegctables, fruits, wood 
dairy products, meat and poultry for 
home requirements and should market 
from time to time grain, horses cattle, 
sheep, pigs, poultry, cream, eggs and 
potatoes 

In practice we accept less 

What Progress has bee: Made? 

Statistics are not altogether satisiuc- 
tory. Do not cover all of the ground 
do not touch production of vegetables 
fruits, wood, dairy products, eggs, 
etc. In so far as they govern live 
stock they are as follows: 

Total live stock in Saskatchewan 
increased from 401,346 head in 1901 
by 113 per cent. in 1996 351 per 
cent. in 1911, by 401 per cent in 1913, 
so that there are now rather more 


than two million head of live stock) 
| (other than pouitry) in Saskatche 


wan, or rather less than animals 
per head of rural populatio1. Largest 
increase in swine and horses. small- 
est in sheep and cattle other than 
mileh cows Nearly 6 per head in 
1901, 5 in 1911 While rural popu 
lation has increased 500 per cent (12 
years, 1901-13) live stock has increas 
ed 400 per cent 

In the same time grain‘acreage has 
increased from 621,000 acres in 1901 
2 per cent. in 1906, by 1284 per 
nt in 1911, by 1457 per cent. in 
1913. to 9 25 acre 

Mixed farming in Saskatchewan 
therefore, cannot be said to have quite 
held its own compared with the in- 
crease in rural population and must 
be admitted to have extended very 
much less rapidly than grain grow- 
ing 

How does this condition compare 
with that obtaining in what may be 
regarded as the premier agricultural 
province of Canada, and one in whic h 
mixed farming pre ails, namely, On- 
tario? Let us see 

Total live .tock in Ontario increas 
ed from 6,282,000 in 1901 by 6 per 
cent. in 1906, but decreased 4° per 
cent in 1911 and 6 per cent. in 1913 80 
that to-day there are rather less than 
six million head of live stock (other 
than poultry) in Ontario, or five and 
a half animals per head of sural pop- 
ulation. Stead: and considerable in- 
crease in number of horses in the 12 
years, a slight increase in the number 
of nilcl cows, other cattle, and hogs, 
but a steady and very considerable 
decrease in sheep until today there 
are only 57 sheep in Ontario where 
there were 100 twelve years ago. Ru-

Why do we wint it? Ther> are many, 


reasons, five may be named 

1 Mixed farming distributes the 
work of the farm and consequently 
to some extent the work of the cit 
les throughout the year. This condi- 
tion js desirable alike from the stand 
point of the farmer, bis wife, farm 
labor and farm live stock 

2 Mixed tarming distributes th 
income of the farm over the year in- 
stead of concentrating it in a few 
cheques in the fall or early winter 
This condition reduces interest 
charges, promotes profit and tends to 
curtail extravagance. When a _per- 


son's income reaches them only once} 


or twice a year in large cheques there 
is a tendency On the one hand to over 
spend on the strength of a large pros-
